SUBJECT: CONDITIONS IN MILITARY PARK 


During one of my recent visits with the Council, 
in the Chamber, you indicated special concern about conditions 
in Military Park. As a result of your concern, I have now 
ordered that at least one police officer be assigned to the 
park proper on a continuing basis rather than streets 
contiguous to the park. I am sure that this will improve 
matters considerably. 


I have explained to you, and I reiterate, that 
we cannot make arrests simply for loitering because all of 
the loitering ordinances have been declared unconstitutional. 
We hope that some specific ordinances may be enacted in the 
near future which will not be considered "vague." 


I am also attaching two reports, one submitted 
by Lt. James F. Post, who supervises the Downtown Squad and 
another report submitted by Acting Captain Gerard N. Inneo, 
who supervises the Tactical Force, which indicate their 
activity regarding the number of arrests made in the area that 
we are both so concerned about.
